Hams an Weapons,

At one of the New Year recoptions
of "Old Hickory” the crowd became
engaged in a aquabble over the viands,
aeveral combatants, selzing hams
from the refreshment table ang bring-
Ing them down upon the heads of thelr
opponents  with laughable precision,
And thls battle waxed hot until the
negro walters, carrled the punch bhowis
out ontoe the jawn, whither hurried
the rabble, thus relieving the tension
indoors. The Britlah minister, Sir
Cherlez Vaughan, driving up to pay
his respects, viewed the disorder and
and cried roughly te hls conchman:
“Drive home; this is too d Demuo-
cratle for me!™

But the sacred “privilege of the en-
trec” appenrs to have been regained
by the diplowtats by this time. Court
dress was as much in evidence at those
early levees as those of prescnt time.

"As therc Is bul enr front door, the
ladles wern handed out of the win-
dows In departing.” wrote a chronieler
of one of Tyier's New Year leveoes.
Polk, at wvno of his. was described os
appearing In a "scedy sult of solemn
black.” 'The diplomats during his re-
glme stil] arcived In four-horse coaches.

“A pguntlet of  pollcemen from  the
outer door to the Presldent's apart-
ment” was a Now Year novelty, whien
brought Buchanan much harsh erivle-
fsm  from Nhis guests., Indeed, thia
safegunrd wos described os ‘repulsive
to hundreds, whao refused to enter the
buflding and turned away.” But dde-
spite “this poliey vne visltor somplained
of having his pocket plelted  while
greating his Wostess—all of whinhi tri-!
bulation was ‘adcompanled by th Star
fpangled Bahner,' plaved by a fochle
band in an Invisible chamber.'

Slaves Freed During Levee,

A memorable New Year levee wi
that of 1863, during which Lincoln,
after having ahaken hands with hun-
dreds of guests, gave an audience ot
noun to Seward, wiho brought the fate-
tul Emancipation proclamation, for Its
signature. "1 have ween shaking honda
since D o'clock thia morning, and my
right hand s almost paroiyvzed.” sald|
Lincoln, twice tuking up hiz pen, In
futile effort to afix his signature. "lf’
my name ever goes Into history it}
will be for thls ael, and. my whole
soul is In . If my hand- trembles
when I sgign. all who examine the
document hercafter will say: ‘lle hesl- |
tatel.”” Then, summoning his strength,
he wrote, rather tremulously, the anto-
granh whilch completely altered the
fates of millions of cltizens

Full Dress {z Day Time.

Full dress was worn by men at
theso midday New Year functlions until
I'realdent Arthur broke the custom by
presiding at hls New Year receptlon
In conventlonal day clothas, aupple-
mented by pearl-colored gloves and a
boutonnler, His leves of January 1.
1883, wag brought to a suddan
by the death of the Hawallan minia-
ter, Mr. Allon, who dropped with heart

fallure in an anteroom wheré he had !

gone to recelve his hal and coat.
eral Arthur, after viewing the body, ra-
tred to the upper floor and ordored
the pand to ceans playing.

“Mecelving  Line” Jealousics.

Jealousies over recelving llne priv-
lleges arose at Arthur's 1883 New Yoar
I Upon forty ladies he conferred
the honor of recelving with him In the
blue room, and it was not long be-
fore they were at loggerhoads over the
question as to who should stand next
to Iifm, In the pince of “the firat lady
of the land.” There belng no Vice-
President, it was ruled that Mre, John
G. Cerliale, wife of tho Speaker—then
in jlne of succesalon lo the presldency
—should have the Lhonor place,

But the long recelving line of ladies
wis dlgspensad with by Cleveland, whao,
following the carly death of the Vice-
President, gave the honor place at his
first New Year leveeo to Mrs, Bayurd,
wifa of his Secrotary of State, which
oMeclal, under the new law, was.tho
next In line of succession to the presi-
dency,

The flrat publle appearance of ‘the
Presldent’s bride was on the follow-
Ing New Year day, that of 1887, when
thousands walted In line to see her and
elatp her hand. Two consplcuous ng-
ures at .the Cjoveiand levee of 1§59
were the wvenerable George Bancroflt,
then in hia‘elghty-ninth vear, and Dr.
Mary Walker, who wora a Princs Al-

bert sult, while Mr. Baneroft, after
the  old-time custom, came In full
resa,
